AGUE AND SINKING CHILLS, all have a common 
origin, and belong to the same class of diseases, 
- with similar symptoms, passing through simliar 
stages, and requiring nearly the same Treatment 
and Medicines. -.

Valuable Recipes for Coloring. 


To Dy ScarLeT.—Take soft water sufficient to cover 
the cloth you wish to color, bring it to a boiling heat in 
a brass kettle, then add 146 oz. cream tartar for every 
pound of cloth. Boil aminute or two, then add 1 oz. 
powdered cochineal and 3 oz. muriate of tin; boil five 
minutes, wet the goods in warm water, then wring and 
put into the dye; boil the whole nearly an hour; take the 
cloth out and rinse thoroughly in clear cold water. 


To Dye Green.—For 5 pounds cloth, dissolve 9 oz. 
sugar of léad in4 gallons rain water; dissolve in another 
vessel 6 0z. bichro potash in 4 gallons rain water. First 
dye your goods blue (if you wish a dark green you must. 
first have a dark blue), dip the goods in the lead water, » 
then in the potash water,'then again in the lead water, 
wring out dry and rinse in cold water. 

To Dye Mappgr Rep.—To each pound of cloth soak 
half a pound of madder in a brass kettle over night With 
sufficient warm water to cover the cloth you wish t» 
dye. Next morning put in 2 0z. madder compound for 
each pound madder; wet your cleth aud wring in clean 
water, then put it into the dye. Place the kettle over 
the fire and bring it slowly to a scalding heat} keep at 
this heat half an hour if a light red is wanted, and lon- 
ger if a dark oue—the eglor depending on the time it re- 
mainginthedye. #& me
